INTERESTING LAW SUIT. 
Sculpture Ruined by Weather. 


An interesting lawsuit kas been 
started in Paris concerning a 
Pasteur bust. Ordered by 
Pasteur’s grandson, M. Vallery- 
Rodot, and executed by the sculptor 
Aronson, the bust was erected at 
Nozeroy, in the Jura Department, in 
1923. But it was damaged by 
bad weather, and during an 
extremely cold night in December, 
1929, was burst by ice which form- 
ed in crevices of the atone, 

M. Aronson offered to produce a 
replica for nothing. . But as the 
production and transport of this 
involved’payment to other people 
the sculptor subinitted a bill for 
£56 as representing out-of-pocket 
expenses. Pasteur's grandson re- 
fuses to pay this sum on the ground 
that the sculptor himself had chosen 
the stone from which the original 
bust was made and that he had 
offered to replace ft free of charge. 
‘The sculptor has replied that no 
stone can be_relled upon to resist 
the serverities of the weather con- 
ditions to which the Jura Depart-

“Not one 
golfer in a hundred cun piuy cleek 
shots, even when ‘the need arises, 
which is leas frequently than they 
iseem to imagine. 


« the cleek in the bag tempts 
jthem. Two or three times in a 
round they will ‘have a bang’ with 
this treacherous club, Almost in- 
variably the result is a duffed ‘shot 
and a lost stroke. 


. Snobisme? 
“Why this cleck complex? Is it 
iwhat- our French friends call 


‘snobisme’?”” 

Let us begin the answer’ by being 
tuir to.the elub attacked. There is 
a very good reason for using a elcek,. 
iy you can use it. 

The cleek isthe answer to those 
shots that cannot be answered by 
the easy cholee between’ iron and 
wood."

“SNOBISME” IN GOLF? 


Whatever Samuel Smiles, or 
somebody else beloved of the gover- 
ness at home, may have said about 
bad workmen and their tools, the 


simple truth is that a golfer is 
tremendously dependent on the 
clubs ‘he carries. Persistent - in- 


ability to produce a shot is just as 

likely tobe due to a bad club as to 

any other cause. ; 
Specialised Business, 

‘Any expert sill tell you that the 
cleck-heud ‘is the ‘most ‘difficult club 
to forge. “It is, indeed, a specialised 
business—but that does not guar- 
aniee perfection in any cleck-head 
manufactured. 

Often ‘a cleek seems to “drag” as 
it is swung. 

This ig fatal in sii for the 
essential of-ihe shot is that it 
should be crisply and ‘cleanly struck. 

“Dragging”’ In a ‘eleak-head is 
usually caused by ‘a small excess of 
weight at the tee. The golfer who 
experiences this dragging sensation 
when using a cleek should consult 
the professional on the advisability 
of having some of the weight filed 
away. : 

_ Choice Not Ensy. 

This is work that gives the good 
professional. opportunity to show 
his understanding of the game of 
the individual golfer. 

Choosing a cleek is not eusy, for 
the golfer who ‘has not already the 
knack of using the eleek will hardly 
know whetht# the club’ he is trying 
is good or bud. “ 

Once a’ suitable eleck has been 
found, however, it shoild not pre- 
sent any undue difficulties in play.
